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On May 2, 2006 at approximately 2000 hours, inmates in the 3500 Module assaulted two 
deputies who were walking in front of the cells on A Row by throwing urine and feces 
(“Gassing”) on them. The 3500 Module houses high level dangerous Hispanic gang 
members in single man cells. When the inmates were instructed to submit to handcuffing, 
the entire row responded by throwing trash and objects out of their cells onto the walkway 
in front of the cells, cursing the deputies and exhibiting a “shank.” The inmates in both 
A Rowand C Row, located directly above A Row, engaged in this resistive and assaultive 
behavior, and a decision was made to extract the inmates from their cells to retrieve the 
“shank” and any other weapons. 


The established cell extraction protocol was initiated and two extraction teams, each lead 
by a sergeant, removed 17 inmates from C Row. During this process, the extraction team 
deputies used force which resulted in inmate Abeyta sustaining an injury of a broken 
orbital facial bone and inmate Perez losing three teeth. Sergeant Jernigan directed and 
was present for the force used on each of these inmates. 


Inmate Abeyta was removed from C Row, Cell #4. He initially indicated he would submit 
to arrest, but then refused to exit the cell. He resisted the deputies’ effort to handcuff him 
and was pinned to the cell floor with a shield and handcuffed. He was transported to 
LCMC for treatment for a swollen eye and a minor cut to his lip, and was later diagnosed 
with a fractured orbital. Inmate Perez was removed from C Row, Cell #26. He utilized his 
mattress and bedding as armor and refused to exit his cell and submit to handcuffing. 
Four 37mm stinger rounds were fired at Perez by Deputy Rodriguez when portions of the 
inmate’s feet, hands and torso were exposed from behind his mattress. When the 
deputies made entry he fought with them. The inmate was “Tased” twice by Deputy 
BEE fore the deputies were able to handcuff him and remove him from the cell. 
Inmate Perez was transported to LCMC for examination and treatment of a head injury 
incurred apparently from being hit in the face by the stinger pellets. Three of his front

teeth were broken out during the incident. No deputies were injured. 


On October 12, 2006, the Executive Force Review Committee convened and conducted 
a review regarding the facts of this case. The applicable policies that were evaluated by 
the committee were: MMP § 3-01/025.00: Use of Force; MMP § 3-01/025.10: 
Unreasonable Force; and MMP § 3-01/050.10: Performance to Standards. Concerning: 


MMP § 3-01/025.00: Use of Force, and MMP § 3-01/025.10: Unreasonable Force, the 
Committee determined that the force used by the deputy was reasonable and necessary 
and in compliance with Department policy. MMP § 3-01/050.10: Performance to 
Standards, the Committee determined that the tactics employed by the deputies in this 
ingident were within Department Policy.

Module 3500 "C" row houses South-Side gang members who are known for their extensive records of being recalcitrant 
and assaultive toward staff and other inmates within the County Jail system. These gang members must be segregated 
from other inmates. After several verbal orders were given by the module deputy, senior deputy, floor sergeant and waich 
commander, Captain Clark authorized the use of force to extract any inmates who refused to submit to handcuffing. 


In the end, one inmate was removed from his cell after the deployment of O.C. solution and/or pepper balls. Two inmates 
were removed from their cells after the deployment of O.C. solution and/or pepper balls, after being pinned with the shield 
The remaining thirteen inmates were forcibly extracted from their cells. 


Watch Commander Conclusion / Findings / Training Recommendation 
WATCH COMMANDER'S REVIEW: 


The initiation of extraction procedures for sixteen inmates was necessitated by their assaultive behavior toward staff and 
their refusal to allow the deputies to conduct security checks. Due to the fact that these inmates had been involved in 
similar disturbances in the past, the emergent cell extraction protocol was initiated. Captain Clark was advised of the 
incident and responded to the facility. Both, Emergency Response Teams 1 & 2 and the Extraction Teams were activated 


Each inmate was warned numerous times and given ample opportunity to give up, but they unanimously refused to submit! 
to handcuffing. The individual inmate’s actions as well as their collaborative effort to resist gave rise to the level of force: 
used to extract or remove them from their cells. The extraction teams started with verbal commands, which met with 
negative results. The extraction teams then moved to the introduction of Oleoresin Capsicum, the deployment of 37mm 
stinger rounds, one stinger grenade as a diversionary tactic, the use of the shield for take-down, and Taser & personal 
weapons as needed to overcome any resistance. The level and amount of force used was either increased or decreased, 
depending on the inmates’ individual actions. The force used on each inmate was necessitated by the inmates’ assaultive 
and unpredictable behavior.

Deputy Juan C. Rodriguez, AEB cepared a crime report and provided a statement to 
Men’s Central Jail Sergeant Jernigan. 


Deputy Rodriguez wrote on May 2, 2006, he was assigned to the Men’s Central Jail Red 
Extraction Team, as a Shield Deputy (Refer to Exhibit O for a copy of the Disturbance Load 
Sheet). At about 2000 hours, Deputy Rodriguez’ extraction team was activated and ordered to 
respond to the 3000 Floor. Once the team was assembled, Sergeant Paul Jernigan conducted a 
briefing o? the team members. The briefing surrounded the prior assault on custody staff, facts 
of the planned extraction, and the duties of each extraction team member (Refer to Exhibit L, 
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for a copy of Sgt. Jernigan’s supplemental report outlining the briefing and debriefing of 
the incident). 


After the team briefing, the Red Extraction Team formed up in front of the C Row for the 3500 
Module. Deputy Rodriguez said he saw several inmates throwing food and cussing at deputy 
personnel. When the team arrived in front of cell #4, Jerome Abeyta’s cell, Inmate Abeyta was 
standing to the rear holding up a mattress as cover. Sergeant Jernigan offered a last opportunity 
to have Abeyta drop the mattress, give up, and submit to handcuffing. Inmate Abeyta refused 
and Sergeant Jernigan directed —_ :. launch pepper balls into the cell. 
Inmate Abeyta refused to surrender and Sergeant Jernigan directed Deputy M- spray 
a burst of Oleoresin Capsicum spray from the MK 46 at Inmate Abeyta. Rodriguez saw Deputy 

pray into the cell and Inmate Abeyta dropped the mattress. Abeyta refused to submit to 
handeuffing and turned his back toward the deputies while remaining to the rear of his cell. 
Rodriguez said he heard Sergeant Jernigan order the inmate several times to give up and allow 
the deputies to place him in handcuffs, Each order went without a response. 


Sergeant Jernigan ordered the extraction team to begin the extraction. When the cell door was 
opened, Deputy Rodriguez entered carrying the shield in front and struck Inmate Abeyta in the 
back, knocking him face first against the back cell wall. Inmate Abeyta was able to remain 
standing, pinned up against the wall. Deputies S212727 and Olvera grabbed onto 
Abeyta’s legs and drove him down to the floor. As Abeyta fell to the floor, his head struck the 
cell sink and he was placed in handcuffs by Deputy Salazar. 


Inmate Abeyta was escorted to the selected medical triage area on the 3000 Floor, where he was 
examined by nursing staff. Abeyta was transported to LCMC to be treated for the injuries to his 
head. Deputy Rodriguez said he reported his force to Sergeant Jernigan.

Deputy 
Rodriguez was able to force Abeyta to the floor and Salazar reported he and Deputy Olvera were 
able to control the inmates arms while he placed handcuffs on Abeyta.

Team. Olvera said he entered the cell behind Deputies Rodriguez and Salazar. Deputy Olvera 
grabbed onto the inmate’s legs and along with Deputy Salazar they pulled the inmate down to 
the floor as the extraction protocol prescribes. Deputy Olvera reported resisted handcuffing on 
Inmate Abeyta until he and Deputy Salazar gained control and handcuffed the inmate.

Inmate Abeyta refused to give any statement and said, “no comment” 
when asked what occurred in his module. 
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EMPLOYEE WITNESS STATEMENTS: 


Sergeant Paul Jernigan, S prepared a supplementary report documenting his actions 
and observations as the extraction team leader. Sergeant Jernigan reported on May 2, 2006, he 
was assigned as the Red Team Extraction Team Leader for Men’s Central Jail. At about 1930 
hours he was advised both the Red and Green Extraction Teams had been activated. Once 
everyone dawned their gear both extraction teams reassembled in the 3000 Floor Chapel. 


Once inside of the Chapel, the watch sergeant, Sergeant Frank Matillo, briefed both teams 
regarding 2 situation in the 3500 Module. Sergeant Matillo briefed that the inmates on both the 
A and C rows had assaulted custody personne! by throwing urine and feces (Gassing) on them, 
displayed “shanks”, and verbally threatened the personnel. Matillo explained to the teams that 
both rows had begun fortifying their cells in preparation of a fight with staff. All requests by the 
floor sergeant to have the inmates submit to handcuffing went ignored by the inmates, The 
watch commander, Lieutenant Wesley Sutton, made several demands of the inmates to allow the 
deputies to handcuff them and his demands were also ignored. Lieutenant Sutton also explained 
that O.C. spray and pepper balls had been introduced onto C Row. Lieutenant Sutton briefed the 
extraction teams of his expectations and authorized the extractions if continued negotiations 
broke down with the inmates. 


Sergeant Jernigan briefed the Red Team of his expectations, assigned specific assignments 

( Refer to Exhibit L, Jernigan’s supplemental report for a listing of assignments and the 
plan as laid out by Jernigan), tasks, replacement members, and force reporting policy. 
Sergeant Jernigan said after the briefing was completed Lieutenant Sutton addressed the teams 
and informed them all negotiations had failed and they would begin the extractions on C Row 
because items, possibly weapons, were seen passed from A Row to C Row by the use of “Fish 
Lines,” 


Sergeant Jernigan wrote as his team approached 3500 C-4, he saw Inmate Jerome Abeyta 
standing at the rear of his cell completely concealed by a mattress. Sergeant Jernigan ordered 
Abeyta to surrender and allow the deputies to place him in handcuffs. Abeyta responded in 
Spanish that he would not comply. Jemnigar directed Deputy] o launch between 
five and ten pepper balls into the cell above the mattress in an attempt to gain compliance 
without force.

Perez was standing. Perez suddeniy charged at the cell gate using the mattress as a shield and 
rammed the gate. Perez retreated back to the rear of his cell and concealed himself behind his 
mattress. Sergeant Jernigan said he directed Deputy to fire a fourth Stinger round, wist 
high, to the left of the mattress in an attempt to force Perez out from behind the mattress. After 
the last Stinger round Sergeant Jernigan ordered Inmate Perez to give up and the inmate offered 
no response. 
Sergeant Jernigan directed the extraction team to enter and take Perez into custody. Deputy 
ese the cell first with the shield and Deputies Adragna and Rodriguez followed. 
Deputy Mik uickly struck Perez and pinned him against the rear cell wall. Deputies Adragna 
and Rodriguez pulled the mattress away from Perez, who began to fight with the deputies. 
(Refer to Deputies Rodriguez’, Adragna’s, and supplemental reports for details). Deputies 
Rodriguez and Acragna pulled Perez down to the floor, but Perez crawled under the cell table 
and continued to fight. Sergeant Jernigan summoned — H Taser Deputy, into 
the cell and directed him to deploy the Taser on Inmate Perez. deployed the Taser on 
Perez and he stopped fighting. When Deputies Rodriguez, and Adragna pulled Perez out 
from the table Perez began to swing his elbows and kick at the deputies again. Sergeant Jernigan 
directed Deny 3 deploy the Taser again on Perez and when did the inmate 
stopped fighting and gave up. Perez was handcuffed and escorted to the established medical 
triage area to be examined by staff nurses.

SUSPECT INJURIES: 


Inmate Perez was transported to the 13” Floor of L.C.M.C. after the altercation with deputies. 
Inmate Abeyta was examined by Dr. Khad. A C.A.T. scan was performed and found that Inmate 
Perez had three front teeth knocked out by the Stinger pellets. Inmate Perez was released back to 
his housing assignment after the examination.
